If for the sanitary and street 
cleaning department, a slight knowledge 
of horses, their care and treatment is 
required, so that if a foreman finds that 
a horse is out of condition he knows 
enough to apply first remedies until a 
veterinary surgeon can be found. 

The sub-foremen do not take as dif- 
ficult an examination, as they are not 
put in charge, having only small details 
of men under them; but they have to 
show that they have had experience in 
work similar to that which they expect 
to perform in the eity, and in showing 
this they must answer some questions 
in relation to tools, handling of men, 
materials, etc. Some of the men who 
were examined for the position of sub- 
foreman took an examination in the 
care and use of explosives, although 
this was not obligatory. It was given 
only so that if the head of the depart- 
ment should send to the civil service 
commission a requisition for a sub- 
foreman who could handle dynamite 
and other dangerous explosives, the 
commissioners would be able to certify 
such a man. 

To show that the work of civil service 
is progressing, Mr. Sherwin stated 
that, “since Oct. 1, 1894, the number of 
persons examined for the service in the 
state and different cities is over 1400, 
which is equivalent to a whole year’s 
work when the department was organ- 
ized 10 years ago.”
